Deak Str—Now that t have got settled 
here you wanted me to write and let you 
know what L thought of South Dakota 
as conmpated with Manitoba. I de not 
think they are any more alike than night 
is hke day, as far as the people are con- 
cerned, for in South Dakota the’ farmers 
are all discontented on account of big  in- 
terest, high taxation, and poor crops, se 
that the farmers are al! leaving that can 
get away and in sume cases they are leav- 
ing and leaving all behind that they 
brought with them eight years ago, be- 
sides losing three years time. They are 
glad te get away at any cost, a» they had 
got so far behind. You could see them 
yoing last fall in every direction, taking 
what they could with them, and depend- 
ing on charity om the road, as few had 
any money t) go with, some going east, 
some west, some south, and some north. 
Following your advice I went north with 
what I had left after 8 years hard pion- 
cer life,’and it was a cry of hard times all 
along the read (0 miles) through North 
Dakota, and the same cry of people leav- 
ing; in fact half the houses I passed on 
my Way Were vacant ones, until I got to 
Manitoba, and then things changed. You 
may say that is strange, but nevertheless 
it is true. The people here are contented 
and you hear of few vacant places, or 
places to rent. TI got one near this town 
where wood, water and small fruits are in 
abundance, and where people are not tax 
ed to death, and people seem to flourish 
as every thing they raise they can sell at 
good prices, Where in South Daketa it 
was the reverse.
